GREAT ARMY NEEDED, 
DECLARES CHURCHILL 


He Says That With the 
World in Its Present 
Condition Great Britain 
Must Maintain at Least 
900,000 Soldiers. 


London, March 25.—Defending the 
military service bill in the house of 
commons today, Winston Spencer 
Churchill, secretary of war, declared 
that the whole of Egypt was in a 
virtual state of insurrection. The 
position was s6 dangerous, he added, 
that the government had to appeal 
to men on the point of demobiliza- 
tion to return and save their com- 
rades from being murdered. 

Far-Reaching Danger. 

This declaration by the war secre- 
tary was brought about by the re- 
marks of Sir Donald MacLean, who 
had said that Great Britain was 
grossly over-insured with respect to 
the strength of the army. Mr. 
Churchill asked if he followed what 


ye taking place in almost every: 


Sountry at the present time and, if 
#0, how could he say that there was 
over-insurance in keeping 900,000 
men for every purpose, including ten 
divisions on the Rhine and four divi- 
sions in the home country, less than 
the number kept here in the peace- 
ful days before the war. 

Only three days ago, continued 
the secretary, a situation developed 
in Egypt which was of very far- 
reaching danger and which made it 


necessary to’ appeal to the men who | 


were collected at various ports for 
demobilization to go back and help 
their comrades and save them from 
being. murdered. 

Whole of Egypt in Revolt. 

The whole of Egypt was virtually 
in a state of insurrection. 

“Had Sir Donald read of what was 
taking place on the Black sea, in 
Hungary and on the whole frontier 
of those small states which were 
guaranteed protection by the league 
of nations? Sir Donald had said, 
continued the secretary, that the 
German army was to be reduced to 
100,000 men and that the Germans 
were to have no boy scouts. That, 
the speaker asserted, was what the 
allies were going to demand. But 
had the Germans agreed to it, and 
was there any chance of their agree- 
ing to it if the allies divested them- 
selves of all their forces at the 
present time? 

“The government,” said the secre- 
tary, “have to face the real facts. 
If we squandered our forces at the 
present time before our terms are 
secured, with European conditions 
of increasing gravity and perplex- 
ity, then we should throw away with 
both hands all the results gained by 
the sacrifices of millions of our men 
during four years.” 

Voluntary System Tried. 

The liberal opposition has pro- 
posed a series of amendments to the 
military service bill which Mr. 
Churchill declared were intended to 
wreck the bill. There was no truth 
in the accusation that the govern- 
ment had not tried the voluntary 
system. The government had tried 
and would try every means under 
the voluntary system, he said. 

Objection was taken to men being 
invited to re-enlist for as long as 
two, three or four years. But unless 
men were secured for those periods 
it would be impossible to relieve 
territorial and other troops in India 
and elsewhere, who ought to have 
effective relief. He thoroughly 
agreed the government must do 
everything possible to recreate a 
voluntary army at the earliest pos- 
sible moment.

Armed with knives, pistols and 
other weapons, relatives of the lit- 
tle 13-year-old girl, who lives on 
Queen street, who was said to have 
been dragged into the woods by 
Henry McDaniel, a 16-year-old boy, 
created much excitement and a near 
riot early Tuesday morning, when 
the little girl came home and told 
them about the occurrence. 

Despite the stubborn resistance 
of the relatives, who were alleged 
to have made many threats against 
the life of the McDaniel boy, Chief 
of Detectives Lamar Poole prevented 
any violence, and arrested him. He 
was taken to the police barracks, 
where he is held without bond under 
a blanket charge of disorderly con- 
duct. | 

The little girl came home between 
8 and 9 o'clock, and was first seen 
coming from the woods with a 
negro washerwoman. Chief Poole 
had arrived on the scene to begin 
an investigation of the affair. Upon 
hearing that the McDaniel boy had 
returnétd to his home, the relatives 
are said to have threatened him 
with violence. 

Puts Boy Under Arrest. 

Chief Poole rushed to the boy’s 
about a mile 
from the little girl's hame, and after. 
placing him under afrest, slipped 
him out of the back door, before 
the relatives of the girl arrived. 

As both the mother and the father 
of the girl were almost frantic =: 
er a long night of worry, city de- 
tectives did not question the girl, 
who, it is understood, was sent 
to the Davis-Fischer hospital. 

A conference was held Tuesday 
afternoon by the local police and 
Solicitor Boykin in regard to the 
case, and it is believed that the

According to the police, young 
McDaniel, who is the son of How- 
ard L. McDaniel, a farmer living 
near Oakland City, stoutly denies 
any Violation of the law, but made 
no denial that they had slept out 
in the woods all night. He asserted 
that they had slept near Cascade 
Springs, and by daybreak Tuesday 
they both started for home. He said 
he did not drag the girl into the 
woods, and that they were by them- 
selves when they were seen near 
the railroad. 

Neighborhood Aroused. 

When it was first learned Mon- 
day night that the girl had disap- 
peared, the entire neighborhood be- 
came aroused and several police- 
men and more than a score of per- 
sons for hours combed the nearby 
woods around the L. & N. railway 
bridge, where the girl was last seen. 
More than a mile of the woods were 
searched, but no trace was found | 
of the missing girl. Relatives con- | 
tinued the hunt all night, but met) 
with no success. 

Detectives Armstrong and Jame- 
son went to the home of young 
McDaniel Monday night, and ques- 
tioned his father, who was alarmed 
because his son had not returned 
home.

Alabama Senator Sees Fi4 
nancial Chaos and Possi- 
ble Renewal of Warfare 
Unless Peace Treaty Be 
Speedily Signed. 


Birmingham, Ala., March 
Senator O. W. Underwood, address- 
ing the Birmingham Kiwanis club 
today, predicted financial disaster 
and possible renewal of warfare if 
the peace treaty is too long delayed. 

He said: 

“We are all glad that the war is 
over, but we are not at peace with 
the world,” said the senator in 
part, ‘I do not know how you feel, 
but I do know that I do not sleep 
as well as I would if peace was 
signed. Three powers now have 
the power of war and control. the 
things with which war must be 
made, the United States, England 
and France. Europe is a seething 
volcano and there is no telling when 
it will break loose. 

“Every day we put off the sign- 
ing of the treaty of peace widens 
the chasm which the world may be 
unable to bridge successfully with 
the small scantling it has left over 
from the war. When we first 
signed the armistice the world was 
war-weary and the world was ready. 
for us to dictate the terms of peace 
and end the tragedy, but every 
hour’s delay between the armistice 
and peace brings us further away 
from that psychological hour that 
struck November 11. 

“Now I trust that some agreement 
between the nations for the perma- 
nent keeping of the peace will be 
reached, but if this peace treaty is 
not signed soon the volcano of war 
may break loose again and the 
three powers named will have to 
be the big policemen, but I do not 
want to see this country engage in 
the role of policeman, if it can pos- 
sibly be avoided. 

“If this scantling which now 
bridges the ever-growing chasm 
should break it may mean a national 
debacle and financial disaster. 

“It is not for us now to quarrel 
over small details, but first let us 
have peace and let us convert our 
swords into plow shares and return 
to the peaceful walks of life and let

BLACK DRAPED CAISSON 


Half of Town Is Wiped

Fayetteville, Ga., Macrh 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Fayetteville was visited by 
a disastrous fire originating in the 
seed warehouse of the Fayetteville 
Oil mill, which was discovered about 
6:30 o’clock this afternoon. 

The warehouse, with its contents 
of cotton seed and linters, was en- 
tirely destroyed, the loss being es- 
timated at $300,000. 

The oil mill was saved, but the} 
fire spread rapidly and raged for 
several hours, Passenger train No. 
34, from Columbus to Atlanta, due 
at 9:30 oclock, was delayed and did 
not reach Atlanta until 11 o’clock. 

The whole eastern part of Fay- 
etteville was threatened with de- 
struction, but the flames were stop- 
ped after the whole business sec- 
tion, from the warehouse northward, 
on the south side of the street, had 
been burned out. 

Nearly a dozen residences and 
business houses were burned, as 
well as five loaded freight cars, 
a big livery stable and all its con-

It is snid that rumors that Hun- 
gary has declared war on Rumania, 
Czecho-Slovakia and Jugo-Slavia 
are extremely doubtful. Six hun- 
dred Hungarians who have. been 
prisoners of war in Russia are said 
to be returning daily across the 
Carpathians, being under the influ- 
ence of Bolshevik doctrines. 

Jugo-Slavs Are Pessimistic. 

Jugo-Slav delegates to the peace 
conference took a pessimistic view 
today of the situation in their coun- 
try, Poland and Rumania, and said 
that those regions were likely to be 
affected by the Bolshevik revolution 
in Hungary. 

“We fear,” said one delegate, 
“that in view of the geographic sit- 
uation of these countries, their re- 
sistance to the spread of Bolshev- 
ism may be broken and that the 
Bolsheviki may overrun central Eu- 
rope. The Hungarian revolution 
signifies, not only man extension of 
the Bolshevik movement to the 
doors of Vienna, Budapest and Bel- 
grade, but an alliance between the 
Russian and Hungarian soviet. Per- 
haps the Austrian and German so- 
cialists may be involved. 

“A political and military offensive 


will probably be directed first 
against Poland and Rumania and 
then against Czecho-Slovakia. The 
turn of the Jugo-Slavic union will 


come next. In that event the armies 
of Lenine and his allies would have 
only to cross Jugo-Slav territory to 
invade western Europe.” 

The delegates derive from this 
situation an argument in favor of 
the recognition of the Jugo-Slav 
nation as means of strengthening 
the authority and prestige of that 
government, 

Detention of French Asked. 


The Russian soviet government, 
according to The Matin, has sent a 


message to Budapest asking the

RUMANIANS REFUSE 
TO FIGHT BOLSHEV'!KI. 


Harbin, March 25.—Rather than 
serve at the front against the Bol- 
sheviki, 3,500 Rumanian prisoners 
of war, who had been released by 
the all-Russian government. at 
Omsk, have surrendered their arms 
and returned to prison, a dispatch 
from Yrkutsk says. The Rumanians 
also refused to guard the railways 
in Siberia. 


LEMBERG STILL HELD 
BY POLISH TROOPS. 


Paris, March 25.—Lemberg, for- 
mer Galician capital, and recently 
reported to have been captured by 
the Ukrainians from the Poles, 
still in Polish hands, according to 
Vaida Voevod, minister for Tran- 
sylvania in the Rumanian cabinet, in 
an interview given to The Matin. 

The Rumanian minister, speaking 
of what he considered to be " 
aim of the Russian Ukrainian-Hun- 
gfarian Bolshevik alliance, said this 
aim was to storm the remaining 
centers of entente resistance to 
Bolshevism and secure its penetra- 
tion into western Europe. 

It would not require a great effort 
to frustrate this plan, M. Voevod 
declared. He pointed out that it 
had already met with a serious set- 
back in the heroic resistance of the 
Poles at Lemberg. 

The liaison between the Ukrain- 
ian and the Hungarian forces was 
still a most precarious one, he 
pointed out, and the allies should 
take advantage of the situation 
thus temporarily favorable to them. 

The Polish-Rumanian barrier 
“which isolates Europe from Orien- 
tal Bolshevism,” the minister de- 
clared, must be fortified first of all. 


ALLIED TROOPS 
FOR DALMATIA. 


Paris, March 25.—Reports have 
reached the peace conference that 
inter-allied troops will be landed at 
Spalato, on the Dalmatian coast, be- 
cause of disorders that have oc- 
curred there, and for fear graver 
troubles may arise. The Hunga- 
rians are reported to be trying to 
spread Bolshevism to that part of 
the Adriatic coast which they con- 
trolled before the downfall of 
Austria. 

The Hungarians are cridited with 
aiming to seize the portion of the 
former Austrian fleet held by the 
Jugo-Slavs.

wounds in both legs that for a long 
period kept him confined in hos- 
pitals across the water. 

Then came the return to Amer- 
ica about a month ago and he was 
sent to Fort McPherson. 

One day while he was at the Ter- 
minal station canteen of the Red 
Cross he told his story to Mrs. 
James Dickey, the well-known local 
Red Cross worker, and asked the 
ladies if they could locate his par- 
ents for him. He had their names, 
but there was little other data to 
go on, except that he believed that 
they were now in Liverpool. The 
Red Cross got busy and finally lo- 
cated the parents of Valentine in 
the above English metroDPolis. 

In a week or so Valentine will 
have his discharge papers and the 
Red Cross will see to it that he gets 
transportation to England. 

Search Is Fruitless. 

Valentine does not know why his 
parents placed him when an infant 
in the Canadian orphanage. The 
people there could tell him little of 
his parents. His search for them 
for vears after he grew to manhood 
proved fruitless. He probably never 
could have located them if the Red 
Cross had not become interested in 
his case. ; 

Valentine is a good-looking 
young fellow, and comes of a fam- 
ily with a remarkable war record. 
He states that there were seven 
of his family (he has learned all 
this lately), all brothers, who were 
in the Canadian army, and three 
were killed in battle and all wound- 
ed, so he says. 

From hospital nurses and other 


sources he learned of his relatives. 
He has a photograph of his mother, 


which shows marks of age and long 
carrying in the pocket of a khaki 
uniform. His wife is now in a Ca- 
nadian town, it is learned, and ex- 
pects to join her husband on the 
trip across the water to take part 
in the family reunion.

ALLIES PREPARING 
TO CARVE HUNGARY 


Believed Resentment 
Over Dismemberment 
Plan Caused Triumph of 
Bolshevism— Carving 
Justified by 
i. a 


Paris, March 25.—The proclama- 
tion of the Hungarian revolutionists 
declares that the action of the peace 
conference is one of the chief causes 
of the unrest. Thus far the con- 
ference has taken no specific action 
regarding Hungary, but the recom- 
mendation of the commission clear- 
ly foreshadows the dismemberment 
of old Hungary, with a circle of 
small new states surrounding what 
remains of the old territory. 

This, while not yet approved by 
the conference, doubtless reached 
the Hungarian leaders and gave im- 
petus to the overthrow of the Kar- 
olyi government. One of the offi- 
cials who is taking a chief part in 
the readjustment of territory in that 
Quarter of Europe has explained 
the situation as follows: Bohemia 
has been detached from the north- 
west of old Hungary. The adjoin- 
ing country of the Slovaks has been 
detached. The Bohemians. are 
Czechs, and with the Slovaks, form 
the new Czecho-Slovak nation, both 
parts being detached from Hungary. 
The Ruthenians form the wedge 
next to the Slovaks, and this terri- 
tory has also been taken from Hun- 
@ary. 

Little of Hungary Left. 

Next to the Ruthenians comes Tran- 
Sylvania, which likewise has been 
detached from old Hungary ana 
given to Rumania. Next to Tran- 
Sylvania comes the Banat region, 
which has been detached from Aus- 
tria and given to Rumania nearly to 
the Temas river, the remainder of 
Banat going to Serbia. 

Further west the new Jugo-Slav 
states receives that part of old Hun- 
Zary up to the river Drave. These 
changes form almost a complete 
circle, leaving new Hungary only 
&@ compact center occupying the rich 
Danubian plain. 

All the foregoing recommenda- 
tions, it is pointed out, were justi- 
fied by the principle of nationality 
and self-determination as enunciat- 
ed by President Wiison. The Bo- 


hemians, Slovaks, Ruthenians and 
Translyvanians, as well as the in- 
habitants of Banat are racially 
Slavic or Rumanian, and have no 
ethnological connection with Hun- 
garians, who have held the circle of 
Surrounding territory only through 
the powerful political influence of 
the Hungarian Magyars. 
GRAVE APPRREHENSION 
FEL TABOUT HUNGARY. 
Washington, March 25.—Reports 
of an increasing seriousness of the 
situation in Hungary led to an opin- 
ion expressed today by an official 
of the state department that “the 
time had come for the allied nations 
represented at Paris to take a defi- 
nite and firm stand against Bolshe- 
vism.” Little news of an officia} 
nature Was recesved at the state 
department during the day, but dis- 
patches from Paris indicated that 


grave apprehension was felt there 


as well as in Washington over the 
situation. 

Representatives of the United 
States in Vienna reported today that 
the food administration had one or 
two agents in Budapest and it was 
stated that there might be other 
Americans there. These advices 
said there was no ill feeling toward 
Americans or British in Budapest, 
but a strong feeling of hostility was 
being manifested against the French. 
This, it is believed here, is due to 
the occupation by French troops of 
the neutral zones between Czecho- 
Slovakia and Hungary and Ru- 
mania and Hungary. It is believed 
here that probably the French mem- 
bers of the inter-allied@ mission in 
Budapest have been interned, as 
has been reported in news dispatches 
from Vienna, but doubt was ex- 
pressed as to the inclusion of Amer- 
ey or British in the internment 
order. 


Hungarians After Austrian Navy. 


It was said by officials that if 
the Hungarians actually have de- 
clared war upon the entente powers, 
es was threatened in state depart- 
ment advices made public yesterday, 
it would be a natural move for the 
Hungarians to attempt to reach the 
Adriatic and recover a portion of 
the Austrian navy now in the hands 
of the Jugo-Slavs. Hungarian lead- 
ers, it was said, undoubtedly would 
recognize the advantage to be gained 
by striking immediately toward the 
Adriatic before the authorities in 
Paris had time to act. 

The question as to whether Hun- 
gary’s acceptance of Bolshevism had 
its inspiration from German sources 
is considered doubtful by state de- 
partment officials, although it was 
said that it would be an experiment 
of great interest to Germany, as it 
would at once put the allies to the 
test as to their attitude toward Bol- 
shevism.

Two winters were spent at Dis- 
covery Harbor, Grinnell Land, while 
parties were sent ou tto the inte- 
rior. One of these scouting parties 
reached the farthest point north 
that had been attained at that time. 
In August, 1883, set out to return, 
and, after much difficulty, reached 
Cape Sabine, where all but seven 
died of starvation. 

It was on this expedition that one 
of the parties got lost from_ the 
main expedition and remained for 
days on ice floes. The men. cast 
lots to determine which man should 
be killed that the other might sub- 
sist on human flesh. Mr. Hannah 
and his companions were rescued at 
Cape Sabine by Commander Winfield 
Scott Schley in 1884. 

During his early life Mr. Hannah 
was a sailor, and his arctic ex- 
plorations lasted ten 
years. 

Mr. Hannah became a member of 
the police force in 1901. He is sur- 
vived by his widow, two daughters 
Mre. W. T. Allen and Miss Ethel 
Hannah, and one son, Homer Han- 
nah.

Conspicuous gallantry in action! 
Charged a machine gun nest single- 
handed and got away with it. Pretty 
well filled with lead in the process, 
to be sure, and the left arm had to 
come off at the elbow, but that sort 
of thing was all in the day’s work, 
and the sergeant doesn’t grudge the 
arm he gave for the cause of the 
allies—not a bit. 

Last Friday Fort McPherson was 
visited by a major general who 
came to honor a patient in the mili- 
tary hospital. Congress had voted 
the highest honor the United States 
can pay to Sergeant Richmond Hil- 
ton, of Westvil South Carolina, 
and so Major eneral Henry 4G. 
Sharpe commanding the southeast- 
ern department, journeyed all the 
way from Charleston to decorate 
Sergeant Hilton with the medal of 
honor. 

Heroes Must Eat. 

More than a thousand soldiers 
and as many civilians gathered at 
the fort to witness the ceremony. 
It is a safe wager that even the 
level-headed sergeant himself for- 
got his wounds during that proud 
hour. Certainly no spectator 
thought beyond the enthusiasm of 


the moment. Uncle Sam, however, 
had gazed a long way ahead, and 
the medal glittering on a soldier’s 
breast by no means measures a na- 
tion’s gratitude to Sergeant Rich- 
mond Hilton, formerly of Company 
M, 118th U. S. infantry. 

Formerly? Yes, because Sergeant 
Hilton is now discharged from mili- 
tary service. He is now Mr. Hilton, 
a distinguished but nevertheless a 
private citizen. He cannot re-enlist 
to continue his brilliant military 
career because he has only one good 
arm. He must go to work like any 
other man, because even a hero 
must eat, and one can’t live on a 
medal. The ex-sergeant must find 
himself a job, and it isn’t always 
easy for a physically handicapped 
man to compete with his able-bodied 
fellows. Mr. Hilton begins to think 
about his wounds and balance them 
against his glory. 

But he thinks tranquilly. Uncle 
Sam had a talk with him before 
he left Fort McPherson, and the 
future is all arranged. Mr. Hilton 
had a pretty good education before 
he entered the army, but he js 
mighty ambitious and he wants 
more. Like other young Americans 
of heroic stuff, he is also indepen- 
dent. He doesn’t want a job offered 
him because he performed a great 
service for his country. He wants 
one only that he can hold better 
than the next man, and that is the 
kind of job he will get. He expects 
to qualify as a college profesgor 
bye and bye. . 

How? Well. Uncle Sam created a 
special organization for the _ ser- 
geant and his comrades. It is the 
federal board for vocational educa- 
tion, and its representatives are 
stationed wherever’ disabled _ sol- 
diers are discharged. District No. 5 
headquarters is located in Atlanta, 
and so a special agent of the board 
saw and talked with Sergeant Hil- 
ton at the fort. The future was 
discussed. 


Gets College Course.

In connection with the recent 
presentation to the state of Georgia 
of a confederate flag by the family 
of the late Major Van Vleet, of 
Lansing, Mich., Judge John A. Cobb, 
ordinary of Sumter county, writes 
an exceedingly interesting account 
of the closing days of the war be- 
tween the states and giving the true 
account of the part played in them 
by the flag in question. 

The confederate banner was pre- 

sented to the state of Georgia as 
the flag of “General Howell Cobb,” 
but Judge Cobb, a son of the late 
general, shows that there was never 
any necessity for General Cobb to 
have an individual flag and that he 
never did have one. 
According to Judge Cobb, his 
father, at the time in question, was 
in command of the department of 
Georgia with headquarters at Ma- 
con. He received from General Jo- 
seph A. Johnstouw notice of the sur- 
render and an order from General 
Sherman to any federal forces then 
advancing on Macon to halt wher- 
ever the order met them and ad- 
vance no farther. 


Surrenders to Colonel. 


General Cobb sent General Sher- 
man's order out to meet the ad- 
vancing troops, it is shown, but the 
federal colonel in advance of Gen- 
eral Wilson’s army refused to hon- 
or it, and, as General Cobb had 
given orders that no resistance be 
offered, he as compelled to sur- 
render to the colonel when the lat- 
ter reached headquarters in Macon. 


a Cobb’s account follows in 
ull: 


President Davis was not captured at 
Washington, Ga., but in Irwin county, Geor- 
gia, and brought to Macon, Ga. At that 
time General Cobb was at his home in Ath- 
ens, Ga. At the time Major General James 
H. Wilson was approaching con, Ga., 
General Cobb was commanding the depart- 
ment of Georgia, with headquarters at Ma- 
con, Ga. General Wilson's command was 
divided into three columns and each had 
been offered for some prize to the command 
that entered Macon first. General Cobb 
had received through General Joseph FE. 
Johnston a notice of the surrender and an 
order from General William T. Sharman 
to any federal forces, wherever the order 
met them, to halt and advance no further. 
General Cobb immediately sent out flags 
of truce with General, Sherman’s order on 
the three roads that General Wilson’s com- 
mand wag approaching the city. The lead- 
ing command was the 12th Illinois cavalry. 
The colonel of the regiment refused to halt, 
but continued to advance, saying he would 
send the communication to General Wilson, 
who was in the rear. General Cobb had 
given orders that no resistance should be 
given the federal troops, orders having been 
previously given before notice of the sur- 
render was received to evacuate the city. 
Was on Cobb’s Staff. 

I was a member of General Cobb’s staff 
and was with him at his headquarters over 
McEvoy'’s store on Mulberry street. When 
the Lllinols colonel came in General Cobb 
surrendered to him under protest, claiming 
that the order of General Sherman had been 
violated by the federal troops not halting 
where the order met them, 

The nert morning General Wilson reached 
the city, when General Cobb formally sur- 
rendered to him and a warm personal friend- 
ship arose between them. General Wilson 
had with his own command a large number 
of negroes who had attached themselves to 
his command, in all about twenty thousand 
men. ‘There was not enough supplies in 
Macon to feed them, and General Wilson 
sent out foragers through the surrounding 
county. General Cobb told General Wilson 
that there was a large amount of foodstuffs

on the line of the Southwestern railway, be- 
longing to the confederate government, 
which General Wilson could not reach, be- 
cause his authority went no further than 
where his troops were located, but that if 
General Wilson would send out no more 
foraging parties he would issue orders and 
have these supplies shipped to Macon, to 
which General Wilson cheerfully agreed, 
which brought about a curious and unusual 
condition. General Cobb, the military pris- 
oner for over two weeks, maintained his 
military headquarters, issuing orders and 
sending his officers with General Wilson's 
officers to receive and forward the food 
supplies to Macon. After General Cobb’s 
presence was nd longer needed in Macon, he 
went to his home in Athens, Ga., where he 
remained until arrested by an order from 
Secretary Stanton, but was released at Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and allowed to return home, 
upon a protest and demand by General Wil- 
son that it should be done, as he had not 
violated the parole grented him by General 
Wilson. 

I was with General Cobb on his staff 
during the time of his service in the con- 
federate army when he was colonel of the 
Sixteenth Georgia regiment as brigadier gen- 
eral and major general, the different com- 
mands under him had their flags, but there 
was no necessity for an individual flag for 
himself and he never had one. 

General Cobb Resigns. 

General Cobb resigned his place tn Pres!t- 
Gant, echenainta cabinet and came home 
when he thought that the southern people 
were unfairly treated and advised the peo- 
ple of Georgia to secede from the federal 
union of states. As president of the con- 
federate congress he took a prominent part 
in the organization of the confederate gov- 
ernment and when war was declared he 
raised a regiment of Georgia soldiers and 
served the cause faithfully wherever or- 
dered until the surrender of the confederate 
armies. He then retired to his home in 
Athens, Ga., and never made any effort to 
escape and shirk the responsibilities of his 
actions. The cause of the pedple of Geor- 
gia was his cause; he stood ready to share 
their trouble swith them. The first open 
defiance of any of our Georgia leaders 
against the outrages of reconstruction was 
made by him in what was known as the 
Davis hall speech in Atlanta, followed a 
few wecks later by the celebrated ‘‘Bush 
Arbor speeches”’ in Atlanta by Cobb, Toombs 
and Hill. These bold and defiant speeches 
aroused the whole people of Georgia and 
enabled her people to be the first of the 
southern states to throw off the oppressive 
and disgraceful yoke of reconstruction. 

General Cobb was offered a partnérship 
soon after the surrender with a leading 
law firm in New York, but he declined it, 
anying, ‘‘I have been honored by my people 
in the days of their prosperity and I will 
not desert them in the days of adversity 
and gloom, I will remain here and bear 
their troubles and burdens With them. Thy 
people shall be my people.’’ : 

All of General Howell Cobb’s family are 
proud of the record he made both in civil 
and military life, prior to, during the six- 
ties and since, of tne {mportant and dis- 
tinguished part he took in making the his- 
tory of this country and {it is painful and 
annoying for false statements to continue 
to be made about him. 

If they continue for fifty-four years they 
may continne when those of us who know 
the true facts may have passed to the 
beyond and when there are none left who 
can refute them,

VACCINATION 1S URGED 
TO PREVENT SMALLPOX 


With fifty-six new cases of small- 
pox in the hospitals of the city, 


making, with the former sixty-five, 
121 cases in all, Dr. J. P. Kennedy, 


city. health officer, gives out a 
warning to the people that they 
should not neglect another day to 
have themselves innoculated with 


smallpox virus, unless they can 
show a scar, indicating that a for- 
mer vaccination was a successful 
one. 

“There were ten new cases re- 
ported today,” said Dr. Kennedy 
Tuesday afternoon, “and the situa- 
tion has reached the point where 
the eafety of the general public de- 
mands that those who are not im- 
mune from the disease should take 
immediate steps to protect them- 
selves.” Dr. Kennedy said free vac- 
cinations will continue to be admin- 
istered daily at the city hall from 
9 to 11 and from 2 to 4 p. m. 

Referring to the general health of 
Atlanta, Dr. Kennedy gave out the 
following figures for the week end- 
ing March 22, showing the deaths, 
the causes of deaths and the num- 
ber of diseases in Atlanta: 

Contagious Diseases Reported—Smallpox, 
56; septic sore throat, 1; typhoid fever, 2; 
malaria, 1; chickenpox, 18; mumps, I1; 
pneumonia, 3: chancroid, 5; syphilis, 13; 
gonorrhoea, 31: influenza, 27: tuberculosis, 
5; measles, 23; diphtheria, 2; scarlet fe- 
ver, §. 

Deaths Reported—lInfluena, 1; pneumonia 
and influenza, 5; pneumonia, 5; tuberculosis, 
4; pellagra, 2; smallpox, 1; accident and 
violence, 3; other causes, 36. Total, 57. 
Under 1 year, 8. 

It will be noted that there are 
only twenty-seven cases of influen- 
za with one death, while during the 
same period there were fifty-six 
— of smallpox with one fatality 
also. 

“The doctors are showing some 
improvement in the way they are 
are reporting the cases of communi- 
cable diseases they/run upon,” said 
Dr. Kennedy, “but they are not yet 
reporting on the births. They have 
only until the last of this week to 
get those reports in, and if they do 
not report them by Saturday night 
Iam going to be compelled to make 
cases against them.” 


100 Regulars Here. 


One hundred regulars from Camp 
Benning, bound for various army 
posts in North Carolina, passed 
throvgh the city Tuesday morning 
about 10 o’clock. They were two 
hours late getting here and were 
looked, after by the Red Cross at 
the Union station.

Palmer Praises 
Fighting of 82d 
In the Argonne 


Frederick Palmer, dean of the 
American war correspondents in 
France, and the man chosen by Gen- 
eral Pershing to be one of his chief 
observers in the bloody battle of 
the Argonne, has given due credit 
to the splendid work of the 82d 
division in that battle. 

Mr. Palmer has written a full de- 
scription of the battle of the Ar- 
gonne, the biggest and most far- 
reaching in results of any battle in 
American history. This is now ap- 
pearing in serial form in Collier's 
Weekly, and in the current number 
Mr. Palmer devotes considerable 
space to recounting the work of the 
“All-American” division which 
trained at Camp Gordon and in 
which so many of Georgia’s sons are 
commissioned officers. 

Mr. Palmer states that during 
what he describes as the “second 
phase” of the battle, which covers 
the period of twenty-five consecu- 
tive days during which the 82d was 
in the front line, there were four 
divisions whose work stands out 
spectacularly above that of the 
others, who nevertheless accom- 
plished seeming im possibilities all 
down the far-flung line of battle. 

These four distinguished divisions, 
he states, were the Ist, 32d, 42d and 
‘82d. 

The &.d was assigned the diffi- 
cult task of driving the Germans 
from the east bank of the Aire 
river, and how well they succeeded 
he tells vividly. He also points out 
that it was as a result of their ef- 
forts at this point that the centar!l 
portion of the American line was 
enabled to advance later with its 
flank protected from the terrible 
enemy artillery and machine gun 
fire. 

He gives full meed_of praise to 
the 82d and tells how, at one time, 
their effectives were reduced to 
4.500 men. He also accords watTm 
praise to General Duncan, command- 
ing the division, for the manner in 
which he took care of his men and 
conserved their strength and 
morale. 

He says that the division, known 
as “All-American,” ‘seemed to fee! 
the responsibility of “making good” 
for the credit of the drafted men 
from all parts of the country.

Man Who Fired Him 


Fred Nelson, a negro, formerly in 
the employ of the Tennessee Chemi- 
cal company, near Inman Yards, 
who is wanted by the local police on 
the charge of shooting T. R. Wil- 
son, foreman of the chemical plant, 
with a load of birdshot early Tues- 
day morning, is still at liberty, ac- 
cording to police reports. 

Wilson discharged the negro ear- 
ly Tuesday after a dispute. The ne- 
gro left the yards, but returned a 
short time later with a shotgun and 
opened fire, and made his escape. 
Wilson was wounded in the’ body, 
but it is not believed that he is se- 
riously hurt. The county police 
were notified soon after the shoot- 
ing, but as yet have found no trace 


of the negro.

at their hips. Topping the rifles 
bristled a forest of fixed bayonets, 
giving notice to the world that this 
was no peace-time parade. 

Just below the arch of victory 
which spans the avenue at Madison 
Square the procession was halted 
by the spectators who plunged into 
the street. It was with difficulty 
that the police forced a way for 
the troops to pass in columns of 
squads. 

As the head of the division went 
past the pylons of a Roman forum, 
leading up to the arch, Sergeant 
Reidar Waaler, of the 105th Ma- 
chine Gun battalion, decorated with 
the Congressional Medal of Honor 
and the Distinguished Service Cross, 
severed with a trench knife the 
silken cord which barred the way 
and the vanguard of the division 
passed through. 

Under the arch the division moved 
on through a narrow lane between 
the crowds to the court of the vic- 
torious dead at the public library. 
The roll of honor and the records 
of their heroic deeds were in the 
center of a cluster of trees, sur- 
mounted by crossed spears and 
golden eagles, from which hung 
golden shields emblazoned with the 
divisional insignia. 

Wreath From Every State. 

Here the caisson memorializing 
the dead was halted. Eight men, 
all wearing the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Cross, who had been leading the 
horses, lifted the wreath of the 27th 
off the catafalque and laid it rev- 
erently at the foot of the honor roll. 
By nightfall a wreath from every 
state in the union had been placed 
beside that of New Yerk. 

On up the avenue moved the di- 
vision to the Court of Jewels which 
spanned the street where the park 
begins. Once through the arch, 
which glittered like a brilliant bau- 
ble the marchers came abreast of 
the great. stand on which sat their 
relatives. 

The volleys of cheers became a 
continuous roar as the head of the 
line came into sight of the stands 
Back of the doughboys came the di- 
visional machine gun corps. They 
were the men whose orders were in 
the face of an impending drive: 

“If the gun teams cannot remain 
hére alive they will remain here 
dead. Should any man through shell 
shock or any other cause attempt 
to surrender he will remain here 
dead—dead.”’ 

Bugler Sounded 

Bringing up the rear ere the 
field artillery brigade, t engi- 
neers and the various trains with the 
Red Cross at the end of the line. 

As the caisson of the dead reach- 
ed the official reviewing stand in 
front of the Metropolitan museum a 
bugler sounded ‘‘taps” while West 
Point cadets standing rigidly at at- 
tention dipped their colors, officers 
saluted and the army of dignitaries 
and officials with Governor Smith 
bared their heads. 

Another mile and a half past the 
packed stands and the parade was 
over. Here it was that O’Ryan, sur- 
rounded by his staff, reviewed his 
men for the last time. 

Under the screen which marked 
the end of the way marched the 
last unit. The 27th division, U. §S. 
iA., had written its chapter upon 
the scroll of fame and passed into 
history.

No date has been set as yet when it 
will arrive in Atlanta. 

Seventeenth Arrives. 

The Seventeenth engineers arriv- 
ed at Hoboken Tuesday, and will be 
sent to Camp Merritt for the usual 
period gf quarantine, and will then 
depart in groups for the demobiliza- 
tion camps nearest their homes. 
Nearly five hundred men will come 
to Gordon. 

According to present plans the 
troops when they arrive will de- 
train at Camp Gordon, where they 
will rest overnight.

Washington, March 25.—Army 
camps to be abandoned by the war 
department, including ‘buildings, 
railroad tracks, sewage systems and 
other facilities, are to be sold to the 
highest bidders, and April 15 has 
been fixed as the date for receiy- 
ing bids. The plan is to sell entire 
camps for lump sums, and big in- 
dustrial concerns are regarded as 


the most likely purchasers. 

In some case, state governments 
are expected to bid for the camps 
for use as national guard training 
centers. Such bids will be given 
preference. Thirteen camps to be 
sold on April 15 include all which 
the war department has definitely 
decided to dispose of. Others may 
be sold later. The thirteen are: 

Camps Beauregard Loulsiana; 
Bowie, Texas; Colt, ennsylvania: 
Hancock, Georgia; Kendrick, New 
Jersey; Logan, Texas; Polk, North 
Carolina; Sevier, South Carolina; 
North Camp Jackson, South Caro- 
lina; Shelby, Mississippi: Sheridan, 
Alabama; Wadsworth, South Caro- 
lina, and Wheeler, Georgia. 


Buildings Offered as They Stand. 


In each case the buildings are of- 
fered as they stand, with all fix- 
tures in place, with the electric, 
water, sewer and sewage disposal 
systems, and all government-owned 
railroads, culverts.and bridges. 

Chambers of commerce interested 
in placing industrial plants will be 
given consideration over wrecking 
companies, of which a large number 
already have made inquiries.

I am starting another series of six 
letters today in which I will treat 
on other angles of the Wilson &

“Oh, T like to help make good things to 
eat,’’ said he in broken English. ‘‘I eat 'em 
myself. I have wife and eight~ children, 
and I giv’em good food.

to the soldiers, I found no diffi- 
culty in understanding that ‘Home 
right away’ was the note that 
touched their hearts, brought the 
most beaming smile and the hearti- 
est cheering. 

“The soldiers were happy when I 
told em that Rear Admiral Hal- 
stead had just received a message 
that the first of the German trans- 
ports to carry American troops 
home had been commissioned with 
a navy crew, and that others would 
follow, the navy personnel already 
having arrived on this side to man 
them. It heartened them to know 
epee = wed of we the 
mighty eviathan ready to c 
12,000: soldiers.fome, and that four 
battleships were being coaled pre- 
paratory to taking soldiers back 
home. . 

“The bigness of Pontanezen camp 
is hard to understand until you see 
the tented and barrack-covered city. 
Speaking of tents, I went into a 
score of them. Not a drop of water 
can fall into any of them. The tents 
are well drained and each one has 
a stove and is warm and comfort- 
able. The men come and go by the 
thousand. It is a city of move- 
ment, certainly as sar as the popu- 
lation is concerned. 

Magnitude of Operations. 

“As an illustration of the magni- 
tude of its operations aS Many &as 
8,000 troops are received some days 
and as many as 17,000 are embarked 
in a Single day. Twelve thousand will 
embark on Wednesday on the Levia- 
than alone. I do not know which 
to commend the highest, the spirit 
of the sailors who patriotically re- 
main in the naval service in order 
to bring these soldiers back when 
good positions invite them to civil- 
jan life, or the returning soldiers, 
the heroes of hard-fought battles, 
whose courage and sacrifice helped 
so much to preserve the liberty and 
civilization of the world. They are 
brothers in valor and in cheerful- 
ness. 

“The outstanding impression I 
brought with me out of the rainy 
days at Pontanezen is the bouyant 
and cheerful spirit of the 50,000 men 
I saw in camp there. Some of them 
carried heavy packs as they marched 
into the camp fresh from the scenes 
where, in the grim business of war, 
they had looked unafraid into the 
face of death. All of them had seen 
hard service. Their eyes had 4 
thoughtful seriousness except when 
you spoke of home and then they 
fairly danced with happy anticipa- 
tion. War is a grim business and 
these men have lived hard lives, but 
they have the conscious air of the 
modest man who knows he has per- 
formed the hardest job in history 
efficiently and _ victoriously. And 
now they are eager to go home and 
continue the service of making a 
better world. 

“In two trips over the camps 
here I walked about while it was 
raining, but fifty miles of boardwalk 
made it possible to visit all parts of 
the camp witheut'§ inconvenience. 
Every man in camp has a bunk, 
mattress and five blankets. Every 
tent is squared by wooden framing 


and has a wooden floor and stove. 
I found an ample supply of fuel 
available for all the stoves in the 
camp. I found bathing facilities 


sufficient to give each man in camp 
two baths a week and laundry fa- 
cilities ample for clean underwear 
twice a week. 

Twelve Amusement Places. 


“Tt found twelve amusement places 
in operation which last week enter- 
tained 130,000 men. I found the 
water supply ample. I can see no 
reason for criticism of this camp, 
but more to praise than in=° any 
camp I have visited in the United 
States. I found the embarkation 
facilities ample and above criticism. 
I found the camp well lighted and 
saw the beginning of operations for 
a complete lighting system.

Government’s Big Fund 


for Financing Foreign 
Trade Will Soon Be 


Available to American 
Firms. 


Washington, March 25.—The gov- 
ermment’s billion dollar fund for 
financing foreign trade goon will 


be opened to American importers 
through loans from the war finance 
corporation. Regulations now be- 
ime prepared by the corporation to 
cover advances will provide for the 
lending of sums up to $50,000,000 to 
any individual firm, corporation or 
export association, probably at 5% 
per cent, for a maximum of five 
years, on adequate collateral. 

The nature of this collateral se- 
curity to be accepted remains to be 
worked out by the corporation, but 
indications are that paper repre- 
senting merchandise engaged in the 
export process will be acceptable. 
Collateral to the extent of 125 per 
eent of the loan probabiy will be 
required, and loans will be made 
either direct to the exporters or 
through banks. 

Scores of informal applications 
for information or for advances 
have been received from individual 
exporting firms or representatives 
of the export associations being or- 
ganized under the Webb act, the 
war finance corporation reported to-

Preparations for making the 
loans will be rushed, in spite of the 
enormous burden thrown on the 
corporation by the necessity of 
making large advances to railroad 
companies. 

Exporters to Use Funds. 

Reports indicate that exporters 
are planning to make extensive use 
of the government's foreign trade 
fund as soon as the regulations are 
completed and the corporation is 
ready to accept formal applications. 

This is caused by three principal 
influences. 

First, European countries which 
will need great quantities of Amer- 
ican materials during the next year 
or two for reconstruction and to 
make up for lack of constructive 


enterprises in the war, have neither 
the gold nor the credits to pay for 
their purchases in this country and 
their inability will be increased 
when the United States government 
stops making loans to the allies at 
the end of the war. 

Second, foreign exchange _ rates, 
following removal of artificial gov- 
ernmental influences by Great 
Britain, France, Italy and the United 
States last week, have produced a 
situation in which American goods 


would cost foreign purchasers much 
more than their value in dollars at 
this time if purchasers were forced 
to pay cash. As a result, American 
exporters must sell on credit if they 
are to sell in the quantities needed 
abroad, and the war finance cor- 
poration’s fund will provide a means 
of pooling these export credits un- 
der government supervision. 

Third, American banks have not 
been accustomed to financing export 
transactions, and cannot legally ad- 
Vance as large sums as may be 
needed to finance large export oper- 
ations. Nor can they ordinarily 
made advances for more than ninety 
days, whereas, for most foreign 
trade transactions, a year or 18 
months are needed on credits. 

Driven to Finance Corporation. 

It is the last condition which has 
driven export organizations to the 
war finance corporation, since the 
laws provide that the corporation 
may meke loans direct to exporters 
only if loans cannot be obtained 
through regular banking channels 
at reasonable terms. 

Foreign exporters doing business 
in the United States also have un- 
dertaken informal negotiations with 
the corporation to acertain whether 
they may share in the government’s 
credit arrangements. They have 
been told that means probably can 


be worked out by which they can 
obtain advances from an American 
bank, which, in turn, can transfer 
the loan to the corporation. The 
corporation cannot lend directly to 
a foreign business interest, how- 
ever. 

The rate of interest to be charged 
is determined largely by the legal 
provision that it must be at least 
one per cent more than the pre- 


}vailing discount rate on ninety-day 


commercial paper, at present 4% per 
cent. This would make the minimurn 
rate of the corporation 5% per cent. 
Fifty million dollars is the maxi- 
mum which the corporation may 
advance to any single business or- 
ganization. ; 

‘Fighty export organizations, con- 
sisting of groups of manufacturers, 
have notified the federal trade com- 
mission of their intention to operate 
under provisions of the Webb act. 

Among the principal commodities 
represented in the export associa- 
tions already developing are: Steel, 
copper tumber of various kinds, tex- 
tiles, automobiles, machinery of va- 
rious styles, raw cotton, sugar, mMag- 
nesia, paper, tanning materials, 


phosphate ,oil and munitons. One 
association would limit its foreign 
trade to clothes pins.

Construction.work at Emory uni- 
versity this: summer will total ap- 
proximately $175,000, according to 
announcement made yesterday by 
Dean Dr. Howard W. Odum, bring- 
ing the value of buildings on the 
campus in Druid Hills park to about 
$775,000. The work will be com- 
pleted by next fall, when the 
schoo; of liberal arts (Emory col- 
lege) will be moved from Oxford to 
Atlanta. It will be started within 


the next few days under the di-| 


rection of a buildin 
headed by Judge John S. Candler. 

Emory’s construction schedule 
provides for the addition of a 
physics building to the present 
Science group of buildings and an 
addition to the chemistry building, 
total cost about $65,006. In conform- 
ity with the other buildings in the 
science group—the engineering and 
chemistry buildings—the physics 
building will be of solid steel, con- 
crete and marble. 

At a cost of approximately $75,- 
000, a modern new dormitory with 
accommodations for 150 students 
will be constructed. This 
ready been found necessary because 
of the applications for space for 
next fall. 

A frame-work dining hall with a 
capacity of 400 will be erected at 
a cost of about $12,500.

Editor Constitution: I have been 
immensely interested in W. 
'Harding’s project for a great cot-

WOMEN VOTERS PLAN 
- NON-PARTISAN LEAGUE 


St. Louis, March 25.—A league of 
women voters, urged by Mrs. Carrie 


Chapman Catt, president of the Na- 
tional Woman Suffrage association, 
and recommended by the executive 
council, will come before the annual 
convention tomorrow for final ac- 
tion, its supporters tonight declaring 
there would be scarcely any opposi- 
tion. The recommendation was 
taken up late this afternoon, but a 
final vote was postponed until to- 
morrow. 


League To Be Non-Partisan. 


That the league is to be non-par- 

tisan, was assured by the adoption 
of a recommendation containing a 
resolution stating that the national 
association “shall not affiliate with 
any political party nor indorse the 
platform of any party nor support or 
oppose any political candidates un- 
less such action shall be recom- 
mended by the board of directors.” 
The resolution, however, does not 
limit the liberty of action of any 
member as an individual. 

When the recommendation that the 
association “continue to support and 
indorse the amendment which has 
been peding before congress for 
forty years,” came up, Miss Laura 
M. Clay, a delegate from Kentucky, 
objected. She proposed that certain 
sections be amended, with particu- 
lar reference to those parts that 
would permit enfranchisement of 
negro women of the south. 

With three delegates voting “no,” 
the convention voted to support the 
amendment in the original form, but 
the congressional committee was au- 
thorized to formulate changes in the 
wording. 

Other recommendations were 
adopted, including one providing 
for the next convention to be held 
Februar,, 19290, as a centennial cele- 
bration of the birthday of Susan B. 
Anthony.

REAL CASUALTY LISTS 
FAST BEING FINISHED 


Washington, March 25.—The last 
of the real American casualty lists 
in the world war now are being pub- 
lished in the daily newspapers and 
within the next few days the lists 
will contain practically only the 
names of those who had died or 
have been injured since the armit- 
stice. The names of the few given 
as killed in action are those of men 
for whom extended investigation had 
been necessary to establish proof of 
death. They are mostly the names 
of those who were injured beyond 
recognition when they gave their 
lives for their country. 

Daily casualty lists will continue 
to be issued, however, indefinitely, 
because as long as the expeditionary 
forces remain in Europe or there is 
an army of occupation in Germany 
there will be deaths from disease. 
The next of kin will continue to 
receive the same official notifica- 
tions from the war department, but 
the daily publications of names may 
from now on run further behind the 
official telegrams.

'discarded garments which are neither antiqu@*nor artistic in value. 

Of good material they are made, but out of date, and there is no 
‘one in the family to whom they can be handed down. But they are 
just the warm material and kind of garments which will give warmth 
to the emaciated bodies of those men and women of war-ridden Europe 
who are too old to work or have no place to work, There are no places 
from which they can buy clothes, even if they had the wherewithal, 
but they can wear with comfort anud gratitude many of the garments 
which are crowding the attics of many a home in Atlanta today. 

For instance, too, there are those little flannel petticoats which 
Mary Jane used to wear when children and young people were com- 
fortably clad, but now they are discountenanced, and none of the 
younger members of the family care for the heritage—yet these are 
the very things the refugee chilfren of the war zone are crying for. 

There are all those little clothes Johnny has outgrown that,ewith 
a few patches in the seat, will make good refugee garments. Why 
should those blankets which are old with color be kept? They are not 
used on any of the beds in the family, and they just take up the space 
in the trunk in the attic, and the trunk could be filled with some- 
thing else. 

Why keep the crochet shawl, which no member of the family would 
wear these days, no matter how cold or chilly the weather. Neither 
does “Mammy” need it in the Kitchen. But the shawl is of good wool, 
and would keep some good foreign housewife comfortable, as she tries 
to keep the wolf from the door. 

There are a few things which might better remain in the attic. 
There is the ball gown of perishable material, grandpa’s old stiff hat, 
and the beaded ball slippers which were discarded years ago by Cousin 
Sue. They were always too tight for her, and they would not be useful 
to anybody among the refugee women and children overseas. Any 
knitted garments which may be in the ancestral trunks, or any crochet 
nubias would make good contributions to the drive being made by the 
American Red Cross for the refugees. 

If Uncle Arlie left any of the wool socks he used to wear when the 
rheumatism overtook him they would be excellent in the old clothes 
drive, while. the red flannel petticoats and the heavy woolen underwear 
which Aunt Susie wore the winter she died can now be disposed of 
in a noble cause, if they are sent to the Red Cross warehouse, corner 
of Ivy and Baker streets. 

There is nothing like the preservation of the family tree, the relics 
and family history. The silver and the jewels can be kept, but there 
is no use keeping in the trunks in the attic the garments which have 
neither history nor sentiment nor art attached to them, especially in 
these days, when germs breed with no provocation, and when moths 
fly in your face in the best regulated household. 

Now is the time to separate the sheep from the goats in the treas- 
ures of the family attic, and to give in a good cause to one of our un- 
finished war jobg that is looking after the comfort of the people whom 
the world war has left homeless, helpless and without comforts.

results so good f thought I would 
get a club made to help the golfer 
generally. 

I had a club head made to my 
idea, and after a good trial I felt it 
would not suit the general run of 
golfers. I had another made, it 
was a little better. I found that 
from a good lie I could get a long 
distance, but from bad lies I was 
not so successfyl. I had another 
head made with a slightly rounded 
pole, that did the trick for bad 
lies. No more midiron for me. At 
last I knew I had a club that was 
an improvement on the midiron.

weight of the club put right be- 
hind the.center of face of the club. 
The weight runs from heel to toe 
on back of the club head, which 
means you have weight behind the 
ball anywhere you hit it except 
when hitting the ball on top.

Washington, March 25.—Profes- 
Sional baseball as organized since 
1903 was attacked as an absolute 
monopoly and a violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust act by counsel 
for the Baltimore Federal league 
club in beginning the club’s suit for 
' $900,000 damages against National 
Ye Bl j and American league clubs and cer- 

tain officials of the defunct Federal] 

our ood Needs league. The case is being heard by 

| a jury in the supreme court of the 
District of Columbia. 

‘Combinations among the various 
leagues and clubs described as or- 
ganized baseball,”’ asserted William 
L. Marbury, attorney for the prose- 
cution, “is and has been since 1903 
an absolute and complete monopoly 
and the maintenance .thereof is in 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. Conduct of organized basebaWHk 
under regulations of the National 
commission constitutes a monopoli- 
zation of trade and commerce in 
baseball.” 

Mr. Marbury contended that after 
investing more than $200,000 in 
equipment, the stockholders of the 
club “had been betrayed” by three 
officals of the former Federal 
league. These officials, he named, 
as James A. Gilmore, president of 
the Federal league; Charles EF. 
Weeghman, president of the Chieazo 
Federal league club, and Harry Sin- 
clair, president of the Jleague’s 
Newark club, all of whom are de- | 
fendants in the case. 


Claim $300,000 Loss. 


Although officials of the Balti- 
more club were present at the meet- 
ing in Cincinnati in December, 1915, 
when the “peace pact” with the Na- 
tional and American leagues was 
signed, Mr. Marbury contended that 
the agreement entered into was not 
sanctioned by the Baltimore club 
representatives.
